Carlton paid for their recent patchy form losing 3-2 to Wollongong in an entertaining match at hy/ 
Brandon Park. 
Though they dominated possession, the Blues lacked a cutting edge to their play and were 
undone by a more creative and organised Wolves line-up. 


Missing All Whites Mark Atkinson and Sean Douglas, coach Stuart Munro welcomed Dave 
McPherson back from suspension and handed a first National League start to former youth 
international Colin Azzopardi. Wary of Wolves' midfield threat, Munro moved Con Anthopoulos 
into a central position ahead of the back three in a bid to stem the late surges of Scott 
Chipperfield and Stuart Young. 


But it was Chipperfield who opened the scoring on 15 minutes. Following a long throw in, the 
flying Wolves winger broke clear from the attentions of Anthopoulos and thumped his shot past 
Dean Anastasiadis for the opening goal. 


The visitors hit back almost immediately when Stuart Slater's deflected cross was nodded in 
firmly by Archie Thompson. Azzopardi was forced into a quick - and impressive - recovery tackle 
on Esala Masi after completely missing a_ clearance.

Pogliacomi. Chipperfield and Young were constant threats on the break, with Azzopardi again 
called into action after 55 minutes taking the ball off the bootlaces of Sasho Petrovski when 
played clear by Young.

Sean Douglas is what some people might call versatile. The Blues defender, much 
loved by fans of the game, is also a man on a mission: a firstteam spot for his 
International side, the All Whites of New Zealand. 


Born in Auckland, Sean jetted off to China last 
Monday (incidentally with fellow Kiwi and teammate 
Mark Atkinson), hopeful of being called for the 
starting eleven for his home nation. Sean has played 
a central defensive position for the national New 
Zealand side on a number of occasions. 


"The trip to China is basically for team and game 
practice," Sean explained. "Usually with the New 
Zealand we play one tournament and not again for 
another year." 


The team will compete against sides such as Jamaica, Uruguay and China while 
in Asia. Two games have also been scheduled against South Korea in Auckland. 
Sean is hopeful of a good result against Jamaica and China, particularly after a 1- 
O loss against South Korea not long ago. 


So why is the Kiwi International playing in Melbourne? It should come as no 
surprise to hear Seans opinion of Australian soccer: "Players in Australia are a 
lot more skillful, there are some very good players," he explains, drawing 
reference to South Melbournes involvement in the Club Championships recently. 


"Tactic-wise, | think the New Zealanders are a bit better. Mainly, because they dont 
have the skills," he muses. 


Having been with the club since its inaugural year, Sean was last season voted 
Supporters Player of the Year. "| would bring that down to consistency,” he 
explains when asked about the accolade. "We had a pretty bad year last year, and 
| was consistently playing to a good level." 


At only 27 years of age, Sean, the Blues co-vice-captain has been playing soccer 
for twenty-two years, turning professional five years ago. He is happy to explain 
that so far, he has had no major injuries, making sure to cite his "great 
experiences" at Carlton.
